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RESERVE OF LABOUR AMONG CANADIAN WOMEN 


There is abundant evidence that Canada’s sources cf lebour supply among men 
are rapidly appreaching depleticn. Employment is at the highest level in the country's 
history, approximetely 5,000,000 persens ef a populetion of 11,500,000 being in the 
armed services or in civilian ceccupaticns. Enlistments in the Army, Navy and Air Force, 
numbering arcund 500,000 (x), and the employment ef seme 800,000 (x) workers in preducing 
munitions cf wer have contributed to en ecute shertage cf manpower. A Naticnal Select 
ive Service plan has been esteblished te mobilize Canadien labour for the most effective 
prosecution of the war and nen-essential preducticn is being progressively curtailed. 


; Since future accreticns to the nation's labour force must come mainly from 
the ranks cf women, a stock taking of Canada's womanpower is, at the present time, 
extremely important. An attempt to throw some light or this preblem, with the data at 
present aveilable, is presented herewith. 


Gainfully occupied females in Canada, in 1931, numbered 665,859. The National 
Registration of August, 1940, shewed 958,000 gainfully eecupied femeles. At March oH ee 
1942, there were 655,096 females registered under the Unemployment Insurence Act. Allow— 
ing for persons in non—insurable cccupetions, this would indicate a total of around 
1,200,000 gainfully eccupied women at the present time. Of these mere than 6,000 (x) - 
ere in the armed forces. 


For the alleviation cf the manpewer shortege interest centres chiefly upon 
the women not. gainfully oeeuplied.°. As the tetal ferale pepulation, accerding te the 
1941 Census, was 5,594,062 these would number around 3,300,000.(#) To estimate the 
eveilability of labour supply in this tetel, the age composition, conjugal condition, 
gecgraphical Jecation, femily responsibilities, etc. etc., must be considered. Such 
detailed date are available, at present, only for 1931 but they provide et leest a 
rough basis for conclusions regarding the picture in 1942. 

The number cf femeles, not geinfully ccecupied, wes, in 1931, 3,240,663 cr 
&3 per cent cf the female pepulation 10 yeers ef age and over. Of these 1,141,528 
were Single, 1,868,639 married, and 230,220 widowed cr divorced. Single women are 
the first to be absorbed in a rapidly expending war machine. Yeung women cf 15-34 
years are most favoured by employers (+) although, for certain types of work, these 
in the 35-44 and even in the 45-54 groups sre suitable. In 1931 there were in Canada 
516,082 single women,aged 15-34 years, not gainfully occupied. In the 35-44 age 
group there were 28,596 and “" the 45-54 age group, 23,654. (See Table 1.)

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Single women 15 - 44 years cf age in rural areas, in 1931, numbered 321,421 
end in urban aress, 653,008. (See Table 2.) While the increasing farm lebour short— 
ege exerts considerable pressure te keep young women on the farm, single women, on 
the whole, form a highly mcbile group which can readily shift from one part cf the 
country te another as employment becomes available. It is fairly certain that at 
this time (middle of 1942) heevy inroeds have been made upon the single women labeur 
pocl. 


While widewed and divorced women follow fairly closely the same pattern as 
single women in regard to empleyment, this scurce cf labour supply is comparatively 
small. There were cnly 21,954 widewed and divorced women, aged 15 — 44, not gainfully 
eccupied in 1931. 


Reference to Table 1 indicates that the largest scurce cf future labour 
supply is among married women. Of 1,227,876 married women, 15 — 44 years of age, 
enly 46,073 or 3.92 per cent were gainfully occupied in.1931. If the war is of long 
duration, with the absorpticn of mcre and more men into the ermed forces on the ene 
hend, and, on the other, an increesing tempe of war producticn, this scurce will have 
to be heevily drawn upon. The ranks cf married women under 35 years of age, not 
geinfully occupied,which, in 1931 numbered 678,676, contain a considerable number of 
recent workers still skilled in their former occupations. 


Of married women, 15-44 years cf ege, in Caneda in 1931, 533,354 were in 
rural end 696,400 in urban areas. The family responsibilities cf rural married women, 
ccupled with the increasing stringency cf the farm labour situaticn, suggests ‘that 
few recruits for industriel employment can be secured from the married women, 15-44 
yeers of age, in rurel areas. However, the married women in this age greup in urban 
lecalities provide a labour pocl practically untapped. In this connection a sample 
investigation showed that, cf 993 wemen listed as homemakers at the National Regis— 
tration of 1940, &7 had ecquired insurable wage-earner status by July 1, 1941. While. 
the sample is tce smell to be reliable, it would indicate thet of 2,285,000 wemen 
listed as homemakers in August, 1940, only frem 54,000 to 68,000 had been drawn into 
the ranks of industrial werkers by July 1,. 1941. (x) 


The employment of married women is, of course, hampered by the fact that, 
as a labour group, they ere extremely immobile. Certain information on families 
previded by the Census is cf interest in this connecticn. There were in Canada, in 
1931, in urban localities, 283,244 families of twe cr more persens without children. 
Unfortunately, the age composition cf the wives in these farilies is nct known, a 
defect which will be remedied when the 1941 Census data become available. Of 
922,705 urban families with children, 33 per cent had ene child only, while 75 per 
cent had twe children cr less. Of the 304,802 families with one child, in cnly 
109,831 cases cr 36 per cent of the whole, wes the child under 7 years of age. 


In cennection with the preblem cf the immebility of married women workers 
the degree of cencentraticn in the larger urban centres is important. Of the 
283,244 urban families without children in 1931, 159,373 or 56 per cent were in 
lecalities 30,000 and over while 58 per cent of the families with one child and 
57 per cent of those with two children were similarly situated. It is in these 
large urban centres that day nurseries, community kitchens, laundries, etc., can 
ke most easily previded. 


As contributing to a detailed study of the problem under ciscussicon, the 
accompanying tables are presented. Table 1 shows Canada's female pcpuletion, gain-— 
fully occupied and not gainfully occupied, classified according to conjugel condition
